This material 
is lundc from xpeclally prepared fibrous 
silicates thoroughly noaked and mixed 
with fossil resin, and then subjected 
to an exceedingly high pressure. The 
product U closely allied to vulcanite, 
which It tesembles, except that it is 
•omewliut brittle. Ambroin has been 
used for a pi-eat variety of articles for 
which Jiorn, bone, celluloid, vulcanite, 
etc., Hhve heretofore been used. It may

Pumpkin Ch!p«. 


Here is a recipe for pumpkin chips, 


one of the. few preserves possible to 
make in November. The mime is some- 
what misleading, for by following the 
rule, a marmalade is made so like that 
made from oranges that few can dis- 
tinguish between Uiem. Take a small 
sweet, or "cheese" pumpkin, nnd, after 
peeling il, cut into thin strips about the 
size of a small strinff bean. To every 
pound of this allow three-quarters of a 
pound of sugar, and to t the

quarter of a pound of green ginger 
root, nix lemons and three oranges. 


. Ten! the yellow skin of oranges and 
lemons very thin, scrape off the tough, 
white part and throw it away, reniove 
the seeds and chop the remainder very 
fine with the peeled ginger root Add 
this to the pumpkin and sugar, and let 
them stand over night. In the morn- 
ing boil slowly together for three 
houra, then bottle.—St. Louie Republic.
